TRACKWAYS BILL 
AGAIN 
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} Bdmonton— The Trackways Bill | 


which had been defeated on two 
previous occasions came before 
the LegislatureFriday and recei- 
ved a solar Plexus knock that it 
surely will hold the promotors 
and their few supporters in check 
for some considerable time, in fact 
it ig quite surrently reported that 
during the time im Which Premier 
Brownlee fills his present position 
that it may be counted in the dis 
card. 

The vigorous address of the Pre- 
mier, enthused the opponents of | 
the bill and brought any others 
who had been partially converted 
back into line. 

Many supporters of Jos. T, Shaw | 
the Liberal Leader and Fred 
White the Labor Leader were 
keenly disappointed to learn that | 
they were suporters of the Bill 
The vote stood 32 to 14. 

Among those voting against the) 
bill was our representative John| 
C. Buckley. | 

Most vigorous opposition to the) 
Bill was forthcomig from Premier | 
J. B. Brownlee, who said that this 
province no more needed the track- 
ways scheme at the present time 
than a toad needed a jacket. 

Futhermore, he submitted that 
he felt that by the fact the bill 
had been brought back for a third 
time, the intelligence of the mem- 
bers of the Assembly had been 
challenged. The bill had been re- 
jected by large majorities on both 
previous occasions when it had 
appeared in the House. He believed 
the construgtion of such highways 
at the present time a most un- 
sound project economically and 
one entirely unwarranted by the 
conditions of today. This highway 
in fact would be a duplication of 
an existing road of fine quality. 

He submitted that if the time 

ever arrived when the genuine 
necessity for paved roads arose 
the obligation of building them 
would lay upon the government. 
, A further contention was that in 
the construction of such highways 
the government could reduce the 
cost by more than 50 per cent of 
the amount it would cost a private 
concern. By the same token, the 
Government could reduce the toll 
by 60 per cent, if indeed, it was 
found a toll @as necessary., 

In Alberta, with a human popul- 
ation of 628,000 an automobile pop 
ulation of 100,000 the stage had not 
been reached when the building of 
such permanent highways was, 
necessary. 

“T do not think for one minute,” 
he argued. “that tourist traffic will 
be interfered with at all by failure 
to construct this super-highway. 
Mr McCool was quite correct when 
he said tourists were not going 
to travel many miles from North, 
South, East and West in order to 
drive over 60 miles of paved high: 
ways between CdYgary and Banfi. 

Saye Scheme Unsound 

He also wanted to point out 
that the financia] statement issucd 
by this company two years ago 
was actually fallacious. The state 
ment showed that if expenses were 
to be paid, annual revenue totall- 
dng $283,000 would have to be tak- 
en in. To obtain this amount 187 - 
141 motor vehicles would have to 
use the trackways. Promotors of 
the prospect estimated that this 
Bumber of cars would use the 
highway by 1931 or 1932. In 1928 a 
total of 65,000 cars travelled over 
the Calgary-Banff highway. In 1929 
a total of 70,000 travelled over it. 
The promoters estimated that 80, 
000 carg would use the highway 
last year. This guess fell short by 
10,000.

When Hon. R. B. Bennett be 
came Conservative leader in 1927, 
and when later on he appointed 
Major-General A dD McRae as 
party organizer, it was inevitable 
that tha experiment should be 
made.
